It contains weed seeds which are 
obnoxious, and it often takes years to eradicate the weeds, causing an unnecessary amount of labor. All these objections are obviated by 
the use of our Lawn Fertilizer, and if Vaughan’s Lawn Seed is used there is no excuse for a bad lawn.
